DETAILS 


On May 24, 1971, the FBI Laboratory, Washington, 
D.C., advised that fragments of an expleded pipe bomb are 
present in the specimen Q-1 sent to the FBI Laboratory 
for examination. The FBI Laboratory also advised that no 
hole was present in any of the metal fragments which could 
have accommodated some type of fuse. The FBI Laboratory 
further advised that no tool marks of value for identifi- 
cation purposes are present on the metal fragments. 


On June 4, 1971, the FBI Laboratory advised as 
follows concerning the anonymous letter received by the 
Santa Cruz Sentinal, a local newspaper, following the 
bombing of the Bank of America: 


Specimens Q2 and Qc3 were compared with specimens 
in the Anonymous Letter File, but no identification was 
effected. Copies will be added to the file for future 
reference, 


It was determined that the typewriting on 02 
and Qc3 was not prepared by the typewriter used to prepare 
the typewriting on Ql and Qc2, previously submitted by 
San Francisco in case captioned "Central Services Build- 
ing, University of California at Santa Cruz, Santa Cruz, 
California, April 8, 1971; Arson". 


The typewriter impressions on Q2 and Qc3 conform 
most closely to Laboratory standards for L. C. Smith pica 
type and Smith-Corona pica tyne, spaced ten letters to the 
inch. The limited amount of original typewriter impressions 
on Q2 and the lack of sufficient clarity in the Qc3 
photocopy prevents detection of the minute differences 
between the L. C. Smith and the Smith-Corona styles of tyre. 


An examination of the envelope and paper com- 
promising Q2 and Qc3 failed to reveal any watermarks, in- 
dented writings of significance, or other significant 
features which would iade in determining their immediate 
source.

It was not possible to determine the reproduc- 
tion process used in the preparation of the Qc3 photo- 
copy based upon information available to the Laboratory. 
However, Similarities were noted in the process used 
in the preparation of the Qc3 photocopy and in the 
preparation of the Qc2 photocopy submitted in the case 
previously referred to this report. 


On June 8, 1971, the FBI Laboratory advised 
that as a result of its examination of the fragments 
found at the scene of the bombing of the Bank of America, 
the following conclusion could be made: 


Instrumental exaninations of metal fragments 
from specimen Q1 revealed the presence of nitrocellulose 
which is the major ingredient of smokeless powder. 


Specimen Ql contains metal pieces from a 
ruptured steel pipe nipple and from at least two pipe 
end caps. 


Based on the physical dimensions of the pipe 
nipple pieces and the threads which appear thereon, it 
was concluded that the pipe nippke length was approxi- 
mately nine inches and the pipe size was two and 1/2 
inches or larger. Because of the severely deformed con- 
dition of the pieces, it was not possible to determine 
the specific pipe size. 


The size and shape of the pipe end cap pieces 
indicate that the pieces orginiated from three inch pipe 
end caps. The manufacturer of the caps cannot be deter- 
mined from the pieces which were submitted. 


Because some of the broken metal pieces in 
specimen Ol are missing, it is not possible to ascertaix 
if more than one pipe nipple or more than two pipe end 
caps are represented by the pieces.
